the average barber, too, for that mat- 
ter, doesn't know. If you. conld appre- 
ciate as I do tho number of women who 
have false hair so artistically arranged 
that nobody can tell it from their own 
natural tresses, you wouldn't ask why 
men grow bald and the other sex 
doesn't."

In the next place, blood contains 
oxide of'iron, which sinks deep into the 
fiber of wood and proves indelible to or- 
dinary washing.

stones of a porous uacnre and wood not 
of the hardest kind are susceptible to 
the stain of blood produced by the oxide 
of iron which the blood contains. But 
tbe blood of a pig is as good aa that of 
a murdered man.—Pearson's Weekly.

1XEMOC11ATIC STATK CONVENTION. 


The Democratic State Convention, 


which met at Carson Wednesday, nomi- 
nated a ticket and adopted a platform. 
The platform, with the exception of 
endorsing the Administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, is a cross between the 
Silver party and Populist platforms. 


The_ ticket is a fair average. J. E. 


Gignoux of Lyon county, the nominee 
for Congress, was a member of the 
Upper House of the last Legislature 
and is a hold-over Senator. He has 
been engaged in mining and is now an 
extensive stock raiser. 


General E. P. Keating of Storey 


county, the nominee for Governor, is 
an old resident of the Comstook, and 
well known throughout the State. He 
has always been a Democrat and was a 
delegate to the Chicago Convention 
two years ago. He is a prominent min- 
ing man and has many personal, if not 
political, friends in Nevada. In 1885 he 
received the Democratic vote in the 
Legislature for United States Senator, 
and he is now a member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 


Harry Jackson of Eureka, the nomi- 


nee for Treasurer, is a young man 
about 25 years of age. He is the hon 
of Andrew Jacksou, proprietor of the 
Jackson House at Eureka. 


Judge Healey of Ormsbyis the nomi- 


nee for Attorney General. He assisted 
years ago in codifying the laws, and 
was Private Secretary for Governor 
Adams. 


C. H. Stoddard of Washoo IB tho 


nominee for State Controller. I 
Assessor of this county for so 
years and is uo\\ Assistant Postmaster 
at Reno. 


Thomas Pritchard -of Esmeralcla, 


nominee for Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, is an old resident of that 
county. He has been engaged in min- 
ing, and was a member of the school 
board in Aurora years ago. 


C. A. V. Putnam of Storey county, 


nominee for State Printer, is an old- 
timer. He was elected State Printer 
on the Republican ticket in 1872 and 
knows all about the duties of the 
office.

other important matters and settle 
tuotn aa the majority decided.

STATE VS. MRS. HARTLIY 


The Defendant Undergoes a Severe 


Ordeal. 


The Shooting Scene Dramatically Por 


trayetl by the Witness. 


The court met pursuant to adjourn 


ment at 9:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
The jury was polled, and shortly after 
wards Mrs. Hartley entered the court 
room and took her seat at the side of 
her attorneys. Her appearance indi 
cated that she had failed physically 
since the first day, and the awful strain 
she was under was having its effect 
She seemed to falter more yesterday 
than on the previous day and the effor 
of telling her story seemed to wear 
heavily on her. She took the stand in 
her own behalf and the examination 
continued. She stated that she hac 
arranged to go to San Francisco abou- 
the 26th of February and that she went 
into the bank and told Mr. Foley thai 
she wanted to speak to him. He wea' 
up to her studio and there they had an 
interview. That she told him that the 
taking of his life would not Compen 
sate her for the ruin of her own. Thai 
he was not to ever speak her name, 
that she was going away. Mr. Osborn 
came to see her about the rent, and she 
told him sue could not pay the amount 
charged aud waute 1 to arrange to pay 
as little as possible. 


On the 17th day of April aho went to 


San Francisco and stopped at the 
Baldwin Hotel. Mr.Foley had told her 
to consult Dr. O'Donnell, he said" he 
would give her a card to him. She 
consulted a physician at San Francisco 
who told her of her condition. Mr 
Foley called upon her when she was al 
the hotel, he sent his card up and she 
met him in the parlor of the Baldwin 
She told him the opinion of the Doctor 
she had consulted and he insisted 
that she had gone to the wrong one and 
recommended Dr. O'Donnel. She had 
lost the latter's address and Mr. Foley 
went out and procured Dr. O'Donnel's 
card and returned in a few minutes 
with it. He insisted on her visiting 
O'Donnel, but she said she was afraid 
had been told his reputation as a 
physician was questionable and coulc 
not go to him. He persuaded her anc 
she consented and visited O'Donnel 
Mr. Foley called in the afternoon and 
she told him that the Dr. had advised 
her to bear the child, that it would be 
less expensive and less dangerous than 
an operation. 
Mr. Foley demurred 


and she told him she had conscientious 
scruples about taking any other course 
and would see her friends. 


She returned to Reno about Apri! 


26th. She again sought an interview 
with Foley and he said she must go to 
San Francisco and submit to an opera- 
tion. She told him she could not do 
this, but that he must see her friends 
and she insisted on him taking some 
steps toward acknowledging *he pater- 
nity of her child and for its protection 
He said he would sign a paper and pul 
it in the bank, but it must be signed! 
unwitnessed. He again said he would 
sign such a paper and put it in a bank 
at Salt Lake; that he was soon going to 
Salt Lake and while there would make 
all arrangements for her, and she was 
;o follow. He said he would be gone a 
week or ten days. He did go and did 
not return until after the strike. On 
us return he called on her and told 
her that all arrangements had been 
made for her and that he would come 
.n again and tell her all about it. 


He did not come again that day, nor 


;he next day. She was in great sus- 
pense owing to her condition, and felt 
ihat he should do something. Time 
went on and matters did not seem to 


in any better shape. On the 26th of 


July she told Mr. Wright, the janitor 
of the building, that she wished to see 
Mr. Foley. He called at her studio 
about the time set, somewhere near 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, she sent for 
urn to tell her about what arrange- 
ments nad been made. [At this point 
ihe testified as to the position of the 
urniture in the room.] 
Mr. Foley came into the room and 
eated himself on the lounge, she sat 
n the rocking chair facing him. Sh» 
old him that she had been expecting 
am every day and asked him what de- 
Jision he had arrived at concern- 
ng 
her. 
He 
replied 
that 


his decision was the same, that she 
must go to Salt Lake and that in a few 
days he would follow her and make 
rrangements. She told him that the, 
>aper must be signed and witnessed, 
hat she would only ask him to do 
what was right and no more. He re- 


lied that he would not trust anyone 


in that matter. She suggested some 
mutual friend, but he would not 
onsent. 
She told him she had 


onsulted Mr. Dodge without mention- 
ug any name. He advanced towards 
ler and struck her twice on the shonl- 
.er saying "why have you told Mr. 
Dodge, if you make trouble for me I 
will buy some men with a few twenty 
.ollar pieces to testify to anything." 
She retreated from him, and took the 
jistol from the. shelf, and he still' fol- 
owed her. She pulled the trigger tm- 
ntentionally, and as the snot was fired 
le sprang forward, grabbed the rocking 
hair and followed her. Sh« backed 
nto the rear room and he was standing 
'ver her with the chair upraised, and 
he fired the second shot while cronch- 
eddown. He dropped the chair to the 
floor and straightened up saying "that 
ettles it, it has gone through me." 
She replied, saying "lam sorry you 
have driven me to this. 'I will give! 


myself up to the officer." He answered, 
"No! nw! ,Wait." She opened the 
door for him to go and he went out on 
the landing; she followed, saying, " I 
will give myself up." He motioned her 
back, saying, "No! no! Go back."' He 
went down the stairs, the defendant 
following. She saw Mr. Dodge in the 
hall and went directly to him, told him 
what she had done and requested him 
to go at once for the Sheriff. 


During the recital of the last inter- 


view and the fatal shooting the defend- 
ant spoke in a dramatic, way and rose 
from her chair, showing the position 
she was in when Foley raised the chair 
supposedly to strike her or defend him- 
self. Her statement was listened to 
with the prof oundest attention and the 
most perfect silence prevailed daring 
the entire time. 


[Here some documentary evidence 


was offered.] 


After the 30th of January Foley man- 


ifested little interest in her mining 
affairs, save to mention it at various 
times in a general way. 


This concluded the direct examina- 


tion and the Hon. Wm. Woodbtirn, for 
the State, began the cross examination 
of the defendant 
It was a severe test 


of her statements, but she was calm 
and answered promptly. She bore the 
ordeal of the cross examination with 
remarkable fortitude, and there w.ere 
many comments as to the brave man- 
ner in which she stood the examina- 


Mrs. Hartley stated that she was 30 


years old, that she had been married 
twice, Mr. Hartley being her second 
husband. 
She declined to give the 


name of her first bus baud to whom she 
was married in England. She stated 
that she had had one child, but declin- 
ed to give the name. She said that the 
child had died in San Francisco iu 
1886. That she registered at the hotel 
at Cisco in 1886. [Mr. Woodbarn here 
showed her a page out of the hotel reg- 
ister, j 


She admitted the name on the regis- 


ter as her signature. She stated that 
she .never was married except to the 
two uen. She came to America from 
England in 1884. She had traveled in 
Southern Europe before she came to 
the United States. She admitted that 
she had lived in Virginia City in the 
year 1889. That she had left there in 
June or July of that year, that at first 
she was the guest of a friend. She 
went from there to Meadow Lake in 
October of that 
year and 
later 


back to Virginia where she opened a 
studio. In 1886 she visited Salt Lake 
in company with friends from England 
She admitted to having known Mrs. 
Hunt in England. She then recited 
her acquaintance and friendship with 
Mrs. Hunt of Wads worth, the renting 
of the rooms in the Bank building of 
Foley, her introduction to Mrs. Foley. 
She denied knowing Foley's financial 
position at her first acquaintance 
Denied having asked the financial po- 
sition of Foley or Powning; heard Mrs. 
Hunt talking of it on the excursion to 
the ice ponds. Denied that Foley was 
a frequent visitor to her rooms, but 
had come there on business several 
times. Testified as to Mr. Hartley's 
management of the Meadow Lake 
mines. Told of the meeting with Foley 
on the night of January 30. Described 
again the scene when Foley insisted 
on her drinking with him of the brandy 
and benedictine, and the conversation 
that occurred, and his persistence in 
having her drink the contents of the 
cup. 


She described the effects that the 


draught had upon her, causing vomit- 
ing, fainting and periods of uncon- 
sciousness. The incidents of the night 
were told. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The defendant here admitted that on 


that night Foley accomplished hia pur1 
pose, but could not fix the time. She 
told of his attentions, of her utter 
helplessness 
through 
sickness, of 


her pleading with him to spare 
her humiliation and to go. 


She testified as to the company she 


entertained, both ladies and gentlemen 
the latter never alone save in two or 
three instances, when they came on 
business. Told of Mrs. Foley and her 
mother, Mrs. Griffln, calling at her 
studio, and of her calls at and enter- 
;ainment at Mrs. Foley's residence. 
Told where she got the pistol and how 
she learned to shoot. Denied having 
lad Mr. Dodge draw a paper for Foley 
;o sign, and denied having told several 
adies that the deceased jeered at 'her. 
Denied having received any money 
IromMr. Foley, and that no money had 
ever passed between them. 


At about 3:15 o'clock Dr. P. T. Phil- 


ips went to Mrs. Hartley's side and 
spoke to her. He then spoke to Judge 
3heney, who immediately excused the 
defendant from the stand. She had 
been on the witness stand five hours, 
and when she was finally excused she 
was almost exhausted. Notwithstanding 
ler condition, she never uttered a 
word of complaint.-although it was 
plain to be seen that she was suffering 
ntensely during the last part of her 
xamination. She was not spared dur- 
ing the cross-examination and at times 
she was compelled to - strain every 
nerve to retain her calmness and an- 
swer the questions.inteligently. Her 
condition ia a pitiable one and it was 
remarked various times 
yesterday 


hat few men.. could go through the 
ordeal that Mrs.Hartley passed through 
yesterday and hold themselves to as 
dose a line AS 'she did in her testimony. 


Dr. P. T. Phillips took the stand and 


testified as to Mrs. Hartley's physical 
ondition, and that she would soon be- 
some a mother. The court adjourn- 
ed till 9:30 o'clock this morning, when 
he defendant will again take 
the 


tand.

The Vir»t Gold Bar—The Imperial Mill 
Banning. 


The New Era says a partial clean-up 


was made at the Imperial Mill and the 
result was highly satisfactory. The 
first gold bar is worth $17 an ounce anc 
its total value about $2,000. 


Since Thursday twenty stamps have 


been in operation, and the regular 
monthly clean-up willr give a bullion 
clean-up that wilfattract the attention 
of the mining West. 


The mill i* reducing between sixty 


and seventy tons every twenty-four 
hours There are two great advantages 
which are but exceptionally met in 
mining camps, namely the great capac- 
ity per stamp and the easy working of 
th«> ground in the mines. The Man- 
hattan mill, in the famous camp o1 
Austin, bad a capacity of a little over 
tine ton; the Imperial ranges from 
three to three and a half tons. The 
average cost of mining a foot of ground 
is over $10; in Kennedy the average is 
$2 to $3, which means that the,cost of 
extraction and milling in Kennedy 
should s-be from one-half- to one-third 
of thfe average camp, other things being 
equal. Even in the matter of fue: 
Kennedy is favorably situated, the 
company getting pine wood delivered 
at .$5 50 per cord. The ores are noi 
roasted, but are reduced by the sim 
plestprocessjknownto mill men—plates 
and concentrators—and since the flrsl 
partial clean-up, after a week's work 
on oxide and sulphurets has demon 
strated its success, it is with pride we 
give to Kennedy the name of " Imper 
ial" over any camp in the State, the 
present Oomstock not excepted, and 
join with our citizens in proud men 
tionia^.

he met with an accident that caused 
death in two minutes. It seems that 
he was up on the stack and the derrick 
fork caught on the derrick beam, when 
it suddenly let go or broke loose, and 
came direatly toward Mr. Wallace.

MAXIM'S FLYING MACHINE. 


Aa Otherwise Successful Trial Spoiled by • 


Surplus of Iiiftln« Power. 


Hiram Maxim's flying machine baa 


gained considerable notoriety the paat 
week. On Tuesday tbe inventor, with two 
assistants, in a machine weighing 8,000 
pounds, succeeded in flying 600 yards. 
The 
<• rperiment ended in an accident 


because the machine insisted on flying 
higher than Maxim wished. It started 
along the track, hut broke loose from 
the check rail, which was intended to 
hold it within a few inches of the 
ground, and when the engineer shut off 
steam it dropped on the turf. 


The machine, with its four side sails 


and "aeroplanes" set, is 100 feet wide 
and looks like a huge white bird with 
four wings instead . of two. It is pro 
pelled by two large two bladed screwa 
resembling the propellers of a ship. 
These screws are driven by two engines 
which, in proportion to their weight, 
are the most powerful ever made. They 
develop one horsepower for every t-wd 
pounds of their weight The boiler is 
of novel design. It consists of many 
tiny tubes through which is a forced 
circulation of water. 


On Tuesday Maxim started with a 


pressnreo'f 810 pounds, which had risen 
to 820 when he had traversed 500 yards. 
These 500 yards were run at the rate of 
45 miles an hour, the propellers making 
500 revolutions per minute. The fuel 
used ia gasoline. The weight of the ma- 
chine is 8,000 pounds, and the engines 
wore giving a lifting power of 10,000. 
There was, therefore, a surplus floata- 
tory power of 2,000 pounds. It was, of 
course, this surplus lifting power that 
did the mischief by'throwing on the 
controlling axles a strain they had net 
been designed to bear. —London Letter.

CARNOT AND SEVEN. 


The Strange Intertwining of the Number 


With Events In His IJfe. 


Art interesting discovery has just been 


rnado by a contributor to » French peri- 
odical, who has apparently a touch of 
superstition in his character concerning 
numbers. Whether or no he believes in 
the mysterious and uncanny influence 
of number 18 is not stated, but he points 
out that the unfortunate President Car- 
not -was throughout his life under the 
influence, so to say, of the figure 7. 


Ho -was born in 1887 and entered the 


Eoole Poly technique in 1857. He be- 
came president of the republic in 1887 
by virtue of the seventh article of the 
constitution. On the 17th of May in the 
present year he presided at the cente- 
nary fetes at the Eoole Polytechuique. 
He died in the fifty-seventh year of his 
age and in the seventh year of his presi- 
dency. 


In the carriage in which he was seat- 


ed -when assassinated there were, in- 
cluding the driver, etc., seven persons, 
the crime being committed on a Sun- 
day, 
the seventh day of the week, by 


Cesario, an Italian, there being respec- 
tively seven letters in these two words. 


To conclude this list of sevens, it is 


pointed out that M. Carnot's remains 
•were laid in the tomb in the seventh 
month of the year and on the seventh 
day after the murder was committed. 
It might be added that Cesario came 
from Cette to commit it, and that the 
pronunciation of Cette and sept (seven) 
is identical.—London Standard. 


THE DUKE OF YORK SCANDAL. 


It Is Persistently Revived and Finally Offi- 


cially Answered by Wales. 


The story that the Duke of York some 


years ago contracted a morganatic mar- 
riage with the daughter of an English 
admiral has been persistently revived 
until at last it has called forth an official 
denial. The Prince of Wales' secretary 
wrote a letter to a private inquirer last 
week saying: 


' 'I am desired by the Prince of Wales 


to state that the report to which you al- 
lude is so obviously invented for the 
mere purpose of causing pain nud an- 
noyance to an innocent young couple 
that his royal highness has always de- 
clined to allow the story to obtain 
fur- 


ther currency by any contradiction from 
him. 
There is of course not the shadow 


of foundation for it, but it ia none the 
less cruel and malignant." 


A rather unsatisfactory denial from 


the archbisohp of Canterbury is also 
printed. The story continues to be cir- 
culated and believed. I have even been 
approached by the pretended possessor 
of the •\voefvil secret, who was anxious 
for a consideration to arrange for an in- 
terview with the discarded wife at her 
residence, St. John's Wood.—London 
Correspondent. 


Pressed For MacMahon's Memoirs. 


The Marechale de MacMahon is being 


very much pressed to publish the 
mem- 


oirs of her husband, of which four 
manuscript copies are in existence, and 
these are in the hands of the family. 
The memoirs cover the Algerian, Cri- 
mean and Italian campaigns and the war 
of 1870-1. It maybe hoped that the 
work will appear, as the memoirs are of 
the very highest interest 'and impor- 
tance, but there must not be any edi- 
torial hacking. The memoirs ought to 
be printed just aa the marshal left them.
